John Andrew Mowry, after an illness 


of ten days, died at his home in Bed- 
ford Friday morning, April 18, in his 
seventy-eighth year. The funeral ser- 
vices were held on Sunday at 3 30 p 
m., conducted by Rev I. W Hendricks, 
pastor of the Reformed church. 


The deceased was the son of Peter 


and Rose Mowry, and was born, near 
Schellsburg, June 25, 1834 
He came 


to Bedford in 1847, where for many 
years he owned and conducted a tan- 
nery. For the past sixteen yfa s he 
lived a retired life, spending part of 
the time in Norristown and Philadel- 
phia.

died in 1883, five minths after the 
death of her son Howard, who at the 
time of his death was a prom'sing 
young lawyer. 


Mr. Mowry was respected and hon-

Here the Mowrys, Hillegasses,

land. They were all faithful members 
and leaders in the Reformed church. 
Sons and daughters of these families 
moved to Bedford county late in the 
eighteenth century, and these descend- 
ants still maintain the faith of their 
fathers. 


John A Mowry was a sincerely re- 


ligious man. His Christianity was of 
a quiet, gentle, but enduring type. 
Since last Christmas he read his B'ble 
through from Genesis to Revelations. 
Than this there could be no better prep- 
aration 
for his translation to his 


Father's House. He was fond of books 
and spent much of his time in later 
years in reading the best literature of 
the day. He was kind and gentle in 
disposition, a sincerely good man. He 
was devoted to his children and 
grandchildren. He spoke well of all 
men, or said nothing of them, as was 
natural for one whose ruling traits

NEW YORK, April 32.—As I sat in my 


room long after midnight on the open- 
ing day of the great exposition in 
Philadelphia in the month of May, 
1870, to pen the first of the Broadbrim 
letters which told the story of a day 
to be remembered as long as the re- 
public shall stand, at first, I could 
only see a cloudy panorama of great 
events so tangled and confused that it 
seemed impossible to write from the 
mass a straight and coherent story 
Distinguished msn passed before me 
Gen. 
Ulysses S. Grant was there, the 


greatest warrior of his time, whrse 
name will be engraved on the pages of 
history among the brightest of his 
country's chronicles; the representa- 
tives of the greatest nations on the 
earth were there to do honor to the 
event. 
The roar of mighty cannon 


emphasized their welcome, beauty clac 
in most magnificent garniture smiled 
upon the scene; music was there to do 
honor to the day; the surroundings 
were of the happiest nature, seemingly 
having the approval of heaven anc 
earth. 
Great expositions there had 


been in other lands, but nothing ap 
preaching its perfection and magnifi 
cence had ever been seen in this west 
ern continent before. 
Nothing was 


wanting to make it great and happy 
and its effect was recognized for man; 
years after by the nation which hac 
doubled its population, quadrupled its 
wealth, increased its domain, and 
from being hardly recognized among 
the great nations of the earth in 1876 
in 1002 it's recognized as a leader 
among the earth's greatest and mo» 
powerful republics or kingdoms, whose 
voice is potential in the arbitraments 
of national rights wherever the sun 
rises or sets. 


The day had been one of the grand 


est jubilees. Philadelphia was crowded 
as it never had been before. Thousands 
of people walked the streets all night 
unable to find shelter. The roar of 
continuous railroad trains made sleep 
impossible and the occasional explo 
sion of mighty cannon gave warnin( 
to the newcomers that Philadelphia 
notwithstanding the Qaakerly char 
aeter as a city of Brotherly Love, was 
neither dead nor sleeping. 
I little 


thought as I sat down that night tha 
my pen would ever indite the story of 
1903. 
The Broadbrim letters were 


only intended for a passing record o 
the time, but it seemed as if Provi 
dence directed otherwise, for, include! 
in this year, is the story of many land 
and many peoples, which have passet 
before my vision like a dream, and in 
which have appeared many of the 
greatest and most Interesting events 
which have gone to make up the his 
tory of the age and body of the time 
The day broke gloomily; 
sadnes 


weighed heavily on the hearts of those 
who had been wandering about with 
out shelter through the whole of thi 
uncomfortable night. Many had sunk 
down wearily in the streets and slop 
as soundly as if in their beds at home 


Aa the day wore on and au Genera 


Grant stood upon the platform to de 
clare the opening, a bright gleam o 
sunlight broke through the trouble 
clouds, illuminating the very spot on 
which he stood, as though giving as 
surance of heaven's approval of hi 
act. In a few minutes not a cloud wa 
to be seen in the sky, but the canopy 
from horizon to horizon, was one vas 
field of brilliant azure blue. At th> 
conclusion of the president's speech : 
grand burst of music re-echoed th 
president's 
welcome. 
A procession 


was then formed, which proceeded t 
Machinery 
Hall, 
where Presiden 


Grant, touching a lever which wonlc 
have responded to the touch of a child 
set in motion the vast machinery 
which dominated every portion of th 
grounds, from the eastern gate tc 
the remotest corner of the grandes 
exposition that the world had eve 
seen. From that hour and that day 
the United States may date its phe 
nomenal progress; the wisdom of th 
entire world was laid at its feet as 
peace offering, of which it took ac 
vantage, the wonders of the heaven 
and the mysteries of the earth wer 
brought together for man's benefit an 
progress, and in that single day it ac 
cumulated more knowledge for th 
benefit of mankind than any ihoucan 
years that had preceded it. But its 
successes are now ancient history, an 
we must hurry forward to realize th 
benefits of the present and to speculat 
on the possibilities of the future.

fifty years ago. The accumulated for- 
tunes of the Rothschilds after four 
generations of successful financial ven- 
tures; men whose names are potential 
on all the great money marts of the 
world had only realized a fortune of 
between fifty and sixty millions of 
dollars.

alone. The rapid travel of a railroad 
train, which Stephenson

might reach twelve miles an hour, has 
increased five times that engineer's 
estimate, and it was only the other 
day since the great capitalist, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, on his tour of inspection 
of his western railroads, rode on a 
special train which completed a dis- 
tance of eighty miles in something 
short of seventy minutes. The whole 
world 
is 
moving forward with a 


rapidity scarcely realized by the great 
body of the people. Yon look without 
astonishment on a building twenty- 
eight stories high; you examine its 
foundation and yon find it anchored 
with stone and steel from fifty to 
seventy feet below the surface; yon 
follow it upward and at every step yon 
see those mighty ribs of steel which 
secure it safely as it rises toward the 
sky and a modern engineer of great 
repute sees no difficulty in the realiza- 
tion of his prophecy, if sufficient cap- 
ital can be secured,- to erect a building 


of one hundred stories.

If this be his hope h 
must remember there is many a sli 
between the cup and the lip, and th 
chances of failure are greater than th 
chances of success. There are grea 
men within the Republican party wh 
are laboring for that honorable pos 
tlon from whicli they may see th 
White House, as Moses saw, fro 
Pisgah's heights, the shining glorii 
of the promised land. There are gian 
within the lines of the Democrat 
parly who may prove successful facto 
in the race, and it might be well f< 
the Republicans to realize that th 
Democracy of to-day is neither dea 
nor sleeping. The kind words spoke 
in the senate on the death of Gener 
Hampton by those who were his fo 
mer political enemies show an elimin 
tion of former bitterness from ou 
politics and point toward combin 
tions which may yet prove paten 
factors in the fight.

In the house of representatives on 
hnrsday of last week Congressman 
ushman, of Washington, made a 
reezy speech against the Cuban reci- 
rocity bill.

"Who 
is the speaker of this house? 


s he mortal like the rest of us? Who 
i the speaker of this house, that sets 
p his immaculate judgment to judge 
n every bill that is introduced? When 
a member introduces a public bill in 
his house, what happens? 
It is re- 


erred to a great committee of this 
house. 
They pass their judgment on 


t,recommend it for passage and then it 
foes on the calendar. Oalendar! That 
s & misnomer. It ought to be called a 
cemetery, for therein lie the whitening 
bones of legislative hopes. 


When the bill is reported the mem- 


ber who introduced it either consents 
that that bill may die on the calendar, 
or he puts his manhood and his in- 
dividuality in his pocket and goes trot- 
iing down that little pathway that 
leads to the speaker's room. 
All the 


glory that clustered around the holy 
of holies in King Solomon's temple 
looked like 30 cents. 
Yes, looked like 


29 cents, compared with that jobbing 
department of this government.'' 


Mr. Cushman then quoted Cassius' 


allusion to Csesar as the Colossus of the 
world and continued: "I make no on- 
slaught on the individual. I have a 
high regard for the speaker of the 
house, personally, and for him politi- 
cally, but the fact is that we have 
adopted a set of rules in this body that 
are an absolute disgrace to the legisla- 
tive body of any republic. 
They are 


nnrepublican, they are undemocratic, 
they are unamerican. 


"We need to restore this house to 


the great patriotic plane on which 
the fathers of the republic placed it, 
where every individual member on this 
floor stands on an equal and an exact 
plane with every other. 
We operate 


here under a set of rules confessedly 
designed to belittle the hopes and 
dwarf the ambitious of the individual 
members of this body and at the same 
time to vest more power in the hands 
of one or two men than was ever en- 
joyed by oriental despot or a ten-button 
Mandarin. 
1 say to you, my friends, 


that the system is rotten at both ends. 
It is rotton at one end because it robs 
the individual member in this house 
of the power that the Constitution 
of the United States and his creden- 
tials as a member on this floor entitle 
him to; it is rotten at the other end 
because it vests power in men that 
have no right to it, and ofttimes places 
on them, duties that the; have no 
capacity to fulfill. 


"Mr. Chairman, let no man charge 


me now with trying to tear down the 
Republican party. I am not trying to 
tear down the Republican party, but I 
confess that I sometimes foel that I 
would like to put my hand upon the 
throat of one or two men who conceive 
that they are- the Republican party, 
lama believer in the Republican party. 
The true friend of his party is the man 
who does not sit idly by and watch 
his party drift into disrepute and to- 
ward destruction, but the man who 
rises up and calls attention to the evils 
that exist. 
Nero sat on the hill tops 


and fiddled while the eternal city rose 
in smoke and sank in ashes, and we 
are sitting here idly and unconcerned 
while the great power of this ancient 
house is being evaded, belittled, de- 
bauched and destroyed. 


"There are people in Washington 


city to-day who are going down to a 
theater and paying out 50 cents in 
order to see a performance of Lillipu- 
tians.

EVENTFUL SNEEZING, 


TIMELY TOPICS 


How a 
little Thing May 


Laden 


Be 


WITH 
GREAT 
RESULTS. 


A Snee/.e That Cost Two and Saved Many 


Livfs-One That Averted Agsasalua- 


tlon. 


Exactly at r> p. m. on the evening of 


Dec. U>, 1SS4, a sneeze was sneezed un- 
der London bridjre which consigned 
I wo r»n to nn instant and horrible 
death. 


Their names were Lomasney and 


Fleming, nnd they were conspirators. 
Their mission was 10 blow up the 
bridge with dynamite, because it was 
considered that at that time there 
would be more people crossing it- 
workmen, workgirls and others on 
their way home from business—than at 
any other and that the loss in human 
life would be therefore correspondingly 
more appalling. 


All went well at first. The pair of 


desperadoes dropped noiselessly down 
the river in a boat, with forty pounds 
of dynamite in thei.- possession, to- 
gether with the necessary fuses and de- 
lonators. Arrived at their destination, 
however, they found that the gully hole 
underneath the southern arch of the 
structure, wherein it had been their in- 
tention to insert the explosive, had 
been stopped up. Lomasney undertook 
to remove the obstruction, but it occu- 
pied him some little time. The niglit 
was bitterly cold, and his comrade got 
chilled and was seized with a sudden 
fit of sneezing, in his agitation he 
dropped one or more of the detonators 
he was holding, and these, falling on 
the dynamite which was laying in the 
bottom of the boat, exploded it, with 
disastrous results. Doubtless, however, 
that inopportune sneeze, although it 
ended the career of 8 pair of despera- 
does, saved London bridge from de- 
struction. 


That the Right Hon. W. E. Forster 


died peacefully in his bed instead of 
being assassinated in 1SS2 was due to 
a sneeze. Three times the conspirators 
laid in wait for him. but the last at- 
tempt was the most determined of 
them all. Four men armed with heavy 
caliber navy revolvers were to waylav 
him as be drove from the viceregal 
lodge to tbe castle. Two of the assas- 
sins were to fire at him from tbe first 
floor window of a bouse in a certain 
street, and the other two were station- 
ed at the window of another house a 
few yards down on tbe opposite side of 
the way. 


These latter were tbe "reserves" des- 


tined to try their skill should their col- 
leagues miss. Neither of the two firing 
parties were to show themselves until 
the near approach of their proposed 
victim was signaled from tbe street 
below. The signal in question was to 
be the waving of a pocket handke- 
chief by James Carey, the same man 
who was afterward killed by O'Don- 
nell. 


The plot was excellently planned 


from tbe point of view of the partici- 
pants therein, in fact, so far as human 
foresight could provide against eventu- 
alities the chief secretary seemed as 
good as dead, i'et it all came to naught 
and for so simple a reason that the 
plotters themselves, meeting together 
afterward at their secret rendezvous 
in North King street, were fain to 
laugh at their own discomfiture. 


The morning was cold and gusty. 


Mr. Forster was somewhat late, and 
Carey, chilled with waiting about, be- 
gan to sneeze. Instinctively be drew 
out his handkerchief, the handkerchief 
that was to give the fatal signal, and 
in an instant tbe blustering north wind 
had flicked it from bis benumbed fin- 
gers and sent it sailing down the street 
as a twenty mile an hour gait. 


At that very instant the chief secre- 


tary's carriage turned tbe corner and 
came swiftly toward him. Carey ran 
to the spot which had been previous!;.' 
agreed upon and tried to make his fel 
low conspirators understand that their 
Tictim was in sight by signaling with 
bis arm and pointing. 


The result, however, though exactly 


what might have been foreseen, hardly 
came up to his expectations. The four 
meu at tbe windows were waiting for a 
rnaa with a handkerchief. Instead, they 
saw one without any such signaling 
apparatus, evidently excited and point- 
Ing wildly up tbe street. Instantly they 
conjured up visions of traitors in their 
ranks and of detectives on their tracks 
and, dropping their weapons, inconti- 
nenily and hastily fled. 


On the evening of Oct. 11, 1S7S, a po- 


liceman on duty near the Coliseum 
Music hall. Liverpool, noticed an unn- 
tual commotion at tbe entrance. Di- 
ibeveled boys and girls, their clothing 
in many instances torn from 
their 


backs and some of them covered with 
blood, were pouring from the gallery 
exits, while from within the building 
fame tbe sound of shrieking and loud 
cries for help. Realizing something of 
what was happening, tbe constable 
seized an ax and smashed in two of the 
"extra" doors. 


His prompt action undoubtedly saved 


scores if not hundreds of lives, for by 
this time the auditorium had become a 
veritable pandemonium, wherein sever- 
al thousand people, mad with terror, 
were fighting and struggling with one 
another for precedence. 


Thirty-seven of the number lost thei! 


lives, and more than twice that number 
were maimed for life. And tbe cause ot 
tbe panic was a fit of sneezing into 
which a number of girls iu tbe front 
row of the gallery were thrown owing 
lii some mischievous person tossing 
some snuff into the air. 


A number of ihose behind, bearing 


nnd seeing a c-omtnotiou in front, rose 
to their feet. Others joined them 
Shouts and cries added to the confu 
sion. An alarm was raised that the 
place was on tire, and a simultaneous 
rush of hundreds of frightened people 
for the narrow exit doors was followed 
by the results chronicled
